Once, a long time ago, I went 
to him for advice. I was discour- 
| aged. I had just been discharged 
. from the Marine Corps. It was 
September, and time to go back 
to college. I had no money and 
was at a dead end. 

“Don’t try to go back,” he 
said, “unless you feel you can 
get something out of it. Don't 
go just ‘0 be going to college. 

t doesn't make one superior 
in any respect. The important 
thing,” he said, “is to try to find 
out something you like to do so 
that doing it will be interesting 
and have in it something of 
recreation and enjoyment. Try 
to do something which will be 
useful and yet which will pro- 
vide personal satisfaction in the 
doing,” he said. 

“Keep in mind there is dignity 
in anything done well,” he con- 
tinued. “A good mechanic, a 
farmer, a good shoe repairman, a 
cook—any of these, and those in 
other jobs as well, are able to 
make just as valuable a contri- 
bution to society as doctors, law- 
yers, editors, poets, novelists or 
artists, if they find satisfaction in 
their work and dignify it with 
pride.”

I was reminded of this by 8 
magazine article mailed me for 
comment, titled, “My Boy's Not 
Going to College.” It is the ar- 
gument of college-srapuate par- 
ents whose lengthy and expensive 
educational years enable them to 
earn a modest monthly wage in a 
white-collar capacity. 

They argue an architect, for 
example, must spend a number 
of years in low-paying jobs be- 
fore he begins to make as much 
as the bricklayers, carpenters and 
steel! workers who carry out his 
plans. They point out most 
members of unions make more 
money than white-collar col- 
lege graduates employed by the 
same companies. These include 


steam shovel operators, coal min- | 
ers, railway conductors, and 80 | 


on. 
The parents make another 
point. Mechanics and other 
skilled workers have more leis- 
ure than young business and pro- 
fessional workers and also never 
have to take home brief cases 
filled with papers which must be 
worked out that evening. 

Also, they insist. stomach ul- 
cers and cardiac conditions from 
worry and tension do not seem 
frequent in steel workers, ma- 
chinists, tool makers and 80 on. 


Revision 
Like all such arguments, there

Commissioners~at Last-See the Light 


Fulton County Commissioners finally 
got their feet on solid yesterday 
and, at a special called meeting, voted to 
revoke the sale of an unknown amount 
of county-owned timber to James T. Mal- 
colm for $30,500. 

It is well and good that the Commis- 
sioners at last decided to recognize the 
public interest in the sale of public 
property. 

But no good was accomplished in the 
attempt westerday to blame County Man- 
ager A. E. Fuller and Commission Clerk 
Frank Fling for not notifying Commis- 
sioners that better offers had been re- 
ceived. That was a feint in the wrong 
direction. It does not relieve a majority 
of the Commission from Wednesday's hasty 
action in which the sale to Mr. Malcolm 
was given final approval at a nonpublic 
session held prior to the regularly sched- 
uled public meeting. 


It is well to review the facts in that 
connection. 


Commissioners customarily hold a spe- 
cial session in advance of public meetings 
in order to dispose of routine matters in 
which the public has no interest. 


Wednesday's public meeting was set for 
2:30 o'clock. But the Malcolm contract 
was accepted—by the usual 3-to-2 vote— 
in the nonpublic meeting shortly before 1 
o'clock. 

Sometime between 1 and 2 o'clock an 
offer of $45,000 was turned in for the tim- 
ber by H. T. Bomar, of Douglasville, a 
substantial lumberman who operates two 
sawmills. 

At 2:05 o'clock an offer was received 
from J. W. Starr and Sons Lumber Com- 

my of Atlanta. The Starr offer was 

ased on a price of $20 per thousand feet.

Quick Cotton Profits 
Can Be a Mirage 


Cotton farmers in Georgia—and else- 
where in the South—have got that old 
gleam in the eye. 

It is the result of the removal of all 
planting restrictions on the 1951 cotton 
crop. There is a shortage of cotton—occa- 
sioned by the war and the fact that this 
year’s crop was even less than had been 
anticipated. 


Currently, cotton is selling at better 
than 41 cents a pound. That is even higher 
than the peak price recorded after World 
War I. 

Almost any cotton farmer can make 
money at 41 cents a pound. At least he 
could under the conditions that most re- 
member as normal. 


There will be a great temptation to 
farmers in Georgia, big and little, to plunge 
into cotton growing with all the fervor of 
the old days. Unrestricted acreage and 
high prices seem a combination that can- 
not be beat. It looks like a sure thing. 


Obviously, there must be more cotton. 
War conditions, under which we seem des- 
tined to live for an indefinite time, always 
increase consumption enormously. Cotton 
ranks with steel as a war commodity. 


Someone, of course, must produce the 
extra cotton needed, and a share of the 
increase must come from Georgia. But 
thinking farmers, particularly those with 
small acreage, will consider cautiously be- 
fore devoting all their energies and all 
their land to cotton as they did in days 
gone by and as did their fathers and grand- 
fathers. 


Conditions are different now. Costs of 
producing cotton have gone up tremen- 
dously. Farm labor already is scarce. 
There was hardly enough to harvest this 
years meager cotton crop. As defense 
needs grow there will be less labor. 


Moreover, the States west of the Missis- 
sippi River—notably Texas and Califor- 
nia—have demonstrated they can grow cot- 
ton more abundantly and more profitably 
than can Georgia and Alabama and Mis- 
sissippi, with exception of the Delta region. 


Mr. Starr said from his knowledge of the 
tract his offer would amount to $50,000. 

A third offer also was received, which 
may or may not have been better than the 
Malcolm offer. 

But County Commissioners already had 
acted—in great haste and at a special 
morning session despite the fact that the 
great number of protests from the public 
and from lumber dealers gave every rea- 
son for being on the lookout for better 
offers. The Commissioners simply did 
not wait. It was their own undue haste 
rather than any delay occasioned by Mr. 
Fuller or Mr. Fling which resulted in their 
approval of the sale to Mr. Malcolm before 
the other offers arrived. 

Again we ask, what was so urgent about 
approving the sale to Mr. Malcolm? And 
why was the sale to Mr. Malcolm revoked 
only after publication of the fact that other 
and better offers had been received? 

Contrary to the complaint of Commis- 
sioner Hailey, nobody is attempting to de- 
stroy the integrity of the County Commis- 
sion. But the record speaks for itself. The 
timber was sold without public bids. Com- 
missioners did not know how much timber 
was available and ignored a State offer 
of a sample “cruise” which would serve 
as a guide to good cutting practice. With 
exception of Mr. Malcolm, no other lumber 
dealer seemed to know the timber was to 
be sold. Finally, the sale to Mr. Malcolm 
was confirmed at a special session in ad- 
vance of the public meeting at which the 
contract was to be voted. This sale was 
rescinded yesterday—after the news of 
better offers had been published. 

The public has had a right to be suspi- 
cious. And it will demand continued proof 
of Commissioners’ intentions before those 
suspicions are wholly allayed. 


Mechanical cotton pickers and other ma- 
chinery can be used efficiently. 

Farmers in Georgia who have made or 
are making the changeover from row crops 
to livestock, and a great many have, would 
do well to think the matter over carefully 
before giving up in favor of the lure of 
quick cotton profits. For big profits, even 
at 4l-cent cotton, may turn out to be a 
mirage for many. 


Why British 
Productivity Is Low 


For a long time Britain has been trying 
to find out the cause of the greater pro- 
ductivity of American industry. Many ex- 

lanations have been given, among them 
eing the greater use of power in America, 
better organization, know-how and so on. 

Fifteen surveys by industrial teams in 
this country, however, indicate the differ- 
ence is not mechanical or administrative 
at all. It results from a difference in atti- 
tude of the workers. 

The latest report, released by the Anglo- 
American Council on Productivity, covers 
the production of grey iron. It flatly says 
“the average foundry worker in the United 
States works harder than his counterpart 
in Great Britain. ...The American worker 
lives ina more stimulating environment.... 
Independent forethought and independent 
effort are essential to survival. Further, 
Wages and taxation are such that when an 
active worker wishes to improve his stand- 
ard of livirfg, the improvement follows in 
proportion to his extra effort... . 

“In Britain, food subsidies, controlled 
rents, and welfare services organized by 
the state make it relatively easy to acquire 
the necessaries of life; while steeply graded 
direct taxation, yo oe with a high level 
of purchase tax and the rationing of food 
make it less worthwhile to make the extra 
effort to gain a higher standard of living.” 

In short, the British Socialist Govern- 
ment has given the worker so much pro- 
tection he has no incentive to work harder 
to produce the goods the British people so 
urgently need. 

It's a lesson we in this country should 
heed.

A Watchdog 
With a Bite 


WASHINGTON—Georgia’s veteran Represent- 

ative Paul Brown has come to be something of 

a character in Congress. After 17 years’ service 

in the lower house he has established a reputation as a man who 
seldom loses. 

Not that the tall, silver-haired Georgian from Elberton is a 
brawler or goes out of his way looking for legislative fights. But 
when he gets into one, as he does now and then, it’s usually a 
real battle. Like several other members of the strong Georgia 
delegation, he has become one of the real leaders in Congrss. 

On Administration bills which go through the House Banking 
and Currency. Committee, on which he is the second ranking 
majority member, Speaker Sam Rayburn always asks: “How 
does Paul Brown stand?” 

During the recent session just closed he took part in several 
major legislative struggles. He helped pull the teeth out of the 
FEPC bill, which the House, to the disgust of the leftwingers, 
approved. 


He Won The Federal Reserve Board, some big banks, and 

leaders in the House bucked him on provisions of 
the bill which raised bank deposit insurance coverage from $5,000 
to $10,000. Paul Brown won in that one, too. 

He led the fight for the Administration during the heated 
controversy over the Defense Production Act, the so-called con- 
trol bill. 

The President complimented him on his work. 

How does he do it? He works. 

He got back from a three-week stay in the hospital just as 
the closing rounds of the FEPC fight were in progress. He was 
weak from an attack of pneumonia but his colleagues insisted 
that he speak. He reminded the Northerners that the 12 Southern 
State delegations seldom agreed on anything but that they stood 
together against FEPC. “And when we're together, we're right,” 
he shouted, as FEPC opponents yelled. 

Incidentally, his three weeks in the hospital caused him to 
miss his first committee meeting since he was elected to Con- 
gress in July, 1933, and also to miss his first session of the House 
in all that time. Until his illness, his record has been perfect. 

Paul Brown gets to his office around 8:30 and his day is 
usually a 12-hour one—or more. The crew that cleans up the 
House office building rooms all know him. 

But work doesn’t entirely explain his effectiveness. He is a 
good strategist and he knows human nature. For one thing, he 
isn’t always involved in fights. 

“If you fight too often,” he laughs, “you'll get licked too often.” 


. He differs with the Administration on some 
Largely Loyal fundamental issues but he supports the party 
leaders when he can. During House floor fights, he stays away 
from personalities. During his early days in Congress, a few 
members attacked him personally. Paul Brown didn't answer 
in kind—on the floor. He did, however, make it a point to get 
the offenders off and tell them what he thought—face to face. 
The personal attacks ceased. 

He still occasionally lectufes a colleague in private. Not 
long ago he got a Southerner off to find out why he opposed a 
bill which most of the South wanted. 

The member agreed he had been wishy-washy but offered 
the excuse: 

“I listen to my conscience.” 

“There’s only one trouble about that,” Congressman Brown 
told him. “What's that?” asked his colleague. 

“Your conscience doesn’t know where it stands either,” Paul 
Brown told him. 

Recently, also, a member said he was going along with the 
Georgian: on a provision in a bill. In fact, the member spoke 
several times for the provision. But, on the roll call, he voted “No.” 

Paul Brown straightened with astonishment. He turned to 
the members around him and said quietly: 

“That vote by sets a record.” 

“What record?” someone asked. 

“It’s the first time I ever knew a Congressman who couldn't 
be convinced by his own speeches,” Paul Brown grinned. 

He takes good care of his district. The home office of the 
Southeastern Power Administration has been placed in Brown's 
home town of Elberton. The Clark’s Hill project on the Savannah 
River in his district and the Hartwell dam on the same river are 
going to make his section of Georgia an industrial center.
